%vho decided last night not to call for 
such investigation. 


Instead a resolution will be pre- 


sented providing that Rear Admiral 
Schley be placed on the list of rear 
admirals of the navy, with the rank 
and pay of a rear admiral on the ac- 
tive list during the rest of his life. 


It is openly said here that Schley's 


friends are planning to make him the 
democratic candidate for president in 
1904, and trying to make it appear that 
he is the victim of a partisan admin- 
istartion that struck him down be- 
cause he is a democrat. Admiral 
Schley may not be p, party to this 
scheme, but he has fallen into it, and 
his action in filing a protest against 
the findings of the court is in line 
with it.

Rosebery Did Not Tell Liberals How 


to Regain Unity 


Chesterfield, Eng., Dec. 17.—Lerd 


Roscbery's long ejected and much 
'•"i^BKr J<^- 
heralded speech, (Hovered here' last 
.night, was received with marked en- 
thusiasm by~an immense crowd. 
It 


can hardly be said to have thrown much 
light alaug the pathway of the Liberal 
party. 


The speaker himself confessed that Le 


did not pretend to say how this cohe- 
sion should be accomplished. In urg- 
ing his fellow Liberals to reorganize, 
Lord Koscbery quoted the following 
words from the message of President 
Roosevelt: 


"We hope to keep going by slow steps, 


not by bounds. We must keep our eyes 
on the stars, but we must also remember 
that our feet are on the ground." 


The former premier declared that the 


ministry was wrong, but the Liberals 
should be careful how they tried to set 
it right. Turning from the immediate 
outbreak of the war, Lord Rosebery 
touched upon education, in which he 
said Great Britain, was woefully be- 
hind her sister nations. 
Her com- 


mercial development was also sadly 
itrophied, said the speaker, and the time 
would soon come when Britain would 
be forced to fight for trade supremacy. 
She would then be as helpless as though 
armed with bows and arrows. 


Lord Rosebery maintained a discreet 


vagueness on the question of his per- 
sonal inclinations concerning the lender- 
ship of the Liberal party. He said he 
could not imagine himself !n the posi- 
tion of a minister, but in the next 
breath he told how he would reorganize 
the war office if it fell to his lot

of labor.

tlerald was next called upon. He re- 
ferred to enforced idleness 
as the 


greatest grievance of the laboring men 
and said that its remedy lay in the 
reduction of workftig hours. He urged 
upon the labor unions of the city to 
tote together, but to use their power 
and opportunity wisely. 


He was followed by Edward Lunny, 


who read a short paper on the M,assa 
chusetts legislature, making fhe point 
that labor was not represented as it 
Should be and that under existing coff 
ditions labor could not get what it de 
manded through legislation. 


The other two speakers' advertised 


did not address the meeting but Wil 
liam Dobson was introduced arriid 
great applause, and made the last 
speech of the evening. He spoke irr 
relation to the "enemy of the working 
classes, not only organized but unor- 
ganized," referring to" Orman Hicks, 
republican candidate for the council 
and denounced Mr. Hicks in strong 
terms and urged the laboring men to 
vote asainst him.

Far More Disastrous Than 


Was at First Thought 


BRIDGES ARE SWEPT AWAY

CALMLY FACED DEATH 


Luigi Storti Pays Extreme 


Penalty of the Law 


END OF REMARKABLE CASE 


togs and Lumber Carried Off by the 


Flood and Railroads and Factories 
Crippled—Full Extent of Damage 
Will Not Be Known For Some Days 


Portland, Me., Dec. 17.—This state Is 


suffering from the effects of one of the 
most severe storms in its history, and 
every hour brings reports of disasters 
that will bring the property loss Into 
the millions. 
The three 
principal 


rivers of the state and innumerable 
smaller streams have overflowed their 
banks, submerging thousands of acres 
of territory, washing away bridges, 
buildings and great quantities of Jogs 
and lumber and Hooding factories, mills 
and dwellings. 


Over a large portion of the Maine Cen- 


tral railroad no trains have moved 
since early Sunday morning and the 
eastern section of the state is entirely 
cut off from coaraiuuication by rail with' 
the western part. It is not expected 
that through trains will be running be- 
tween this city and Bangor earlier than 
next Thursday. 


The Baugor and Aroostook railroad 


and the Canadian Pacific railroad lines 
In this state are in nearly-as bad condi- 
tion and nearly all the smaller steam 
roads have abandoned the attempt to 
operate their trains for the time being. 
With few exceptions, the great mills 
on the Androscoggin', Kennebec and 
Penobscot rivers were unable to start 
their machinery yesterday, 
their machinery yesterday because of 
the great depth of water in the rivers 
and thousands of men are temporarily 
without work. 
•, 


In many of the cities and towns por- 


tions of the principal streets were 
covered with water, cellars and stores 
were flooded, and families were driven 
from their homes. Street railway beds 
were under water and it was impossible 
to operate cars. In the fanning dis- 
tricts the roads are impassable for 
teams. 


During the height of the storm tele- 


graphic and telephone communication 
was interrupted between many points, 
but with few exceptions were working 
all right yesterday. Up the Jtfennebec 
valley beyond Augusta, however, the 
telephone wires were out of eomiEun:ea- 
tion until last night. 


Only one death has b^en Deported aa 


a result of the storm. The victim was 
a fireman named Patterson, whose en- 
gine on the Canadian Pacific railroad 
plunged into a washout. A similar ac- 
cident on the Maine Central resulted in 
the injury of three persons, one of whom 
may die. 


Madison, a small manufacturing town 


on the Kennebec river, was the scene 
of tbe greatest damage and it is esti- 
mated that the money loss in that place 
alone will reach nearly 5500,000. The 
village presents a scene of destruction. 
Several weeks propably will be neces- 
sary to make repairs and nuring that 
time the large number of workmen will 
be out of work. 


The streets in the lower section of the 


town are filled with ice and debus, 
windows are mlssinsr and the interior 
of houses are partly filled with logs and 
Ice which were carried through the 
windows and doors by the flood. 


Families were obliged to fl,;fr from ten- 


ements along the shore, and the damage 
to dwellings will be heavy. 


At Waterville a new footbridge, built 


at a cost of $15,000, was carried away 
by the flood and the old toll bridge 
across the Sebasticook in Winslow was 
pushed from its foundation nnd whirled 
away down the stream. Thirty dwell- 
ings in Waterville and 20 in Winslow 
were surrounded by water and tfce oc- 
cupants taken out In boats. 


Many millions of logs on the Pe- 


nobscot and on the rivers of the western 
part of the state hive been swept sway. 
Mill property In northern and eastern 
sections of the state has been dammed 
to an extent that cannot be estimated, 
even, for several days to come, or until 
the water has subsided sufficiently to 
allow a more complete examination of 
tbe establishments. 


The loss of logs on the Penobecot will 


reach a total of about 7,000,000 feet, 
at a money valae of from $80,000 t* 
1100,000. 


ImrolgriMlt Made Friends After His 


Conviction and No Effort Was Spared 
to Save Him From Being Bay State's 
First Electric Chair Victim 


Boston, Dec. 17.—Luigi Storti was 


electrocuted at the Charlestowu state 
prison at 12:30 this morning. He went 
to his end with every outward appear- 
ance of physical strength and mental 
firmness, to be the flrs>t subject in tLe 
electric chair under Massachusetts 
law. 


His passage from his cull in which ha 


had spent his last days to the death 
chamber took but a few seconds. With 
scarcely any show of "jesitation he took 
Ills position in the chair, attendants 
adjusted the electrodes, an unseen hand 
at the switch, and a small company 
there were in the presence of death. 


Storti had given his life for the muider 


of Michele (Jalucci, ami the law had 
been fulfilled. 
His last words were 


in prayer. 


The electrocution was successful in 


every way and it was conduct »d in a 
very briei interval of time. Storti was 
spared any prolongation of anguish 
after the officers appeared at his cell, 
for he was in readiness for his end and 
under the ministrations of his spiritual 
adviser, Fr. Ubaldus, he passed through 
the short corridor and into the death 
chamber. The witnesses required' by 
law were seated directly in front of the 
chair. 


An instant after Storti had been bound 


the current was applied, the body 
slighty quivered and all was over. 
There was no souna and nothing could 
break the stillness of the chamber ex- 
cept the peculiar vibration of the cur- 
rent as it performed its mission. 
< 


The current was applied three times. 


There was no question that death had 
ensued on the first shock, but as this wag 
a first electrocution in Massachusetts it 
was deemed advisa ble1 hat there should 
be no question raised as to the actual re- 
cult. 


Storti was informed that he was to 


die this morning1 just after he had par- 
taken of his dinner yesterday noon. In 
the presence of Fr. Ubaldus, Warden 
Bridges had read to him the sentence 
of death. Storti received the 
w ord 


with remarkabe resignation. 
While 


physically he "was considered not over 
and above strong,; Storti surprised all 
the doctors who had ueen called to see 
him in days past, 'and who learned of 
his condition wfi'en he kfcuew that l.is 
moments were numbered. 


During the afternoon 
'Jr. Ubaldus 


several times went to his cell and again 
in the evening made him a visit. Storti 
had his confession about 10:30 in the 
evening. He was then left alone until 
shortly after midnight, irhen Fr. Ubal- 
dus returned again to the cell to ad- 
minister the communion. 
After tbe 


communion, Storti spoie of his n, other, 
to whom he was greatly attached, and 
asked tbe clergyman to send a kindly 
message to her that he died brave and in 
the hope of a hereafter. Fr. Ubnldus 
then asked him if he had a last message 
to give out, saying that it was time for 
him to be going. He requested Fr. 
Ubaldus to tell his friends that be died 
forgiving them all. To the world 1 e 
wished Fr. Ubaldus to say: "It is true 
that I killed Calucci, but I did it in self- 
defense. On the night that we were in 
Ihe room I had no thought agairst 
Calucci, although he boasted of betray- 
ing my sister-in-law and my little sis- 
ter. He said he was ?oing back to Italy 
to dishonor them ngaii, but I made no 
reply. I had no weapon. It A as Ca- 
lucci's hatchet that was in the room, 
brought there by Calucui. Calucci Mas 
getting up to kill me, as I thou^ut, and 
I took the hatchet and struct him two 
or three times. I do not remember bow 
many. I die, for I know there is no hope 
to save me now, but I go praying to 
Jesus, to Mary and to St. Joseph." 


When he had finished this mssage, 


Fr. Ubaldus handed to him the cruci- 
fix and the condemned man was in 
readiness and went to his death. 


The murder for which Storti died at- 


tracted no general notice in this city, 
where brawls among foreigners arafre- 
quent in the North End quarter. 
In- 


terest began while Storti was in shadow 
of the death chair. The original date 
for the execution was to be in the week 
commencing April 7, last, but respites 
prolonged his life many months; res- 
pites granted by Governor Crane and his 
executive council because counsel had 
carried legal questions into both the 
state supreme court and the supreme 
court of the country for decisions. 


No Massachusetts murderer on whom 


capital punishment was inflicted re- 
ceived such attention from the law 
courts as did Storti, a remarkable thing 
because Storti was a poor Italian immi- 
grant without a personal friend on this 
Bide of the Atlantic at the time of the 
crime. Interest and friends came In the 
effort made to save him from the chair 
in a legislative bill to abolish capital 
punishment, In an appeal to the gover- 
nor for clemency in showing that the 
murder, if premeditated, was provoked 
by the acts of the victim, and lastly in 
numerous exceptional points at law, 
chief of which was that electrocution 
being an unusual method was neces- 
sarily cruel and illegel. On this point 
counsel carried the matter to Washing- 
ton. 


The crime was the outcome of do- 


mestic trouble ia the home of StortS in 
Castf!fr»"''" '"' 
"- '•" murdered 


Michele Calucci, aged 39, a room-mate 
in an Italian lodging house. The deed 
was done in tbe early morning of N«v. 
7, 1899, andean axe was used. The po- 
lice were unable to find Storu, and an* 
other room-mate Vtacenzi Buclllo, and 
suspicion Immediately attached to them. 
Two days later StortJ was found at 
Hudson, Mass., and brought to Boston. 
His story implied self-confession and an 
exoneration of Buccilli. 


Storti was quite boyish in Appearance,> 


being 26 years of age when arrested. 
He was givep a hearin? and then bound 
over for trial for murder, which began 
late ID Jon*, iBHLxsA xs*.«Bd«i AH 


July 1. During the trial Lawyers 
Maher and Rowley offered to have 
Storti plead to the charge of man- 
slfttf^hter, but this was not ac«epted 
nnd the government secured conviction 
on the declaration of Uiimbali, another 
room-mate, that he saw Storti deliver 
the blow, and the confeslon of the 
prisoner himself. 


In tne crime itself there appeared to 


be the m-oRing feature that Storti 
killed a sleeping man, &ut Storti claimed 
that he killed Calucci during a struggle 
In which the latter had threatened to 
kill him. Stories were conflicting, as 
testimony at the trial was secured 
through interpreters. 


On the night of the murder it was 


evident that the live or six men who 
roomod together. Storti and others 
being mentioned among them, had a dls« 
Time amoBf; themselves. * The police 
were told that C;-lucci, Storti and Bu- 
cilli were in love with a young woman 
in Castelfranci, from which town all 
three came to this country in search of 
a fortune. 


Calucci saved up ?200 and was about 


to return to Italy about the time of the- 
murdef. It was claimed that Storti and 
Bueilli were jealous and a dispute ended 
in a battered skull for Calucei and decth 
at the Massachusetts general hospital. 


When Storti came to trial the defense 


was set up that Storti's crime was com- 
mitted in self-defense; that the enmity 
between the men was due to Calucci's 
betrayal of Storti's brother's wife, and 
that Storti followed Calucci to this 
country to seek vengeance. The men, 
however, met by accident and the crime 
followed Calucci's taunt of his rela- 
tions with the sister-in-law. 
The de- 


fendant's plea, however, did not miti- 
gate the crime in the minds of the 
Jury, and so Storti was sentenced to be 
the first murderer to die under the acts 
which changed the manner of death 
from lianging to the electric chair, and 
made the state prison the place of 
death. 


Storti, who had hoped for a less se- 


vere verdict 
received the sentence 


somewhat bravely, but he irnrnediately 
collapsed physically. 


The pathetic side of Storti's case was 


reve-iled by letters from his home in 
Castelfranci. where the parents of 
Storti live. It was told of Calucci that 
after Storti's older brother, Salvatore, 
left home to seek work in America, too 
poor to take his bride, Calucci sought 
the ruin of the young woman and to the 
couple a child was born. Calucci, to 
avoid suspicion,wrote to Salvatore ac- 
, cusing the brother Luigi of infidelity. 
The letter which Salvatore wrote to his 
father caused the sudden death of the 
latter from the shock. Luigi, who had 
served his army duty, learned of Ca- 
lueci's baseness and in a fight which 
followed Calucci won and Luigi went to 
prison. On his release in 1899 he came 
to this country and worked in this vi- 
cinity, sending to his poor mother a 
portion of his earnings. Calucci drifted 
to Boston and to the same boarding 
house frequented by Storti. It was on 
the eve of Calucci's return to Italy and 
he Daunted Storti of his power over the 
sister-in-law. A fight occurred and be- 
fore another daybreak Caluc"i was dead 
and Storti a murderer. 


EWAS A SELF-MADE MAN 


Death of William Gregory, Who Rose 


From Loomfixer to Governor 


Wirkford, H. I., Dec. 17.--Wiliam 


Gregory, governor of Ehode Island and 
Providence plantations, died at his 
home here yesterday afternoon of acute 
Bright's disease, f olloAving a succession 
of illnesses. 
After an indisposition 


nearly two months he returned lastFri- 
day«to the state oapltol and his death 
was the indirect result of a cold con- 
tracted then which brought en euremie 
convulsions. Governor Gregory was 
the first governor of the : tate to <lie in 
office for nearly a century and a 1 alf. 
Under the new constitution Lieutciant 
Governor Kiinball becomes the acting 
governor for the remainder of the term, 
and on Jan. 7,1902, will be sworn in as 
governor of the state for the term to 
which Governor Gregory had been 
eected on Nov. 5 last. 


Mr. Gregory was born at Astcria, L. 


I., Aug. 3, 1849. From a loomfixer he 
became mill superintendent ard finally 
owner of two wrvsted mills. Ho was 
president of a national bank and a di- 
rector of several of the foremost bank- 
ing institutions in the state.

THE ASSOCIATED CHARITIES 


Some suggestions were made at the 


public meeting of the Associated Char- 
Itita Sunday evening which should be 
•C value in the carrying on of the 
•work, especially in the matter of .co- 
operation. 


The Associated Charities has been 


•working in the city for about a year, 
and has accomplished much. But it 
has not accomplished all that it could 
do, and would do if it were given that 
co-operation that should be expected 
from th« source which should be the 
first to work in harifSBfy with it, the 
churches. 


The primary purpose of the organ- 


ization was not so much to provide 
new forms of aid, as to harmonize all 
the efWrt* that are made in the city 
to help the poor. Charity oversteps its 
own 
aims and becomes an injury 


'w1»en K is to loosely conducted that 
thos« who may be classed as the "pro- 
fessional poor" may secure aid from 
eeveral different sources, &s has often 
been dane in this city, each person 
contributing being in ignorance of the 
Jfrct that any others' are helping the 


same ca»e. This has Ion* b«en recog- 
nized as one of the evll» of unorgan- 
ized charity work. 


It was to so systematize the work 


that all the deserving poor should 
have a *ource of relief, and those 
who wer* "m'ilking" the charitable 
should be discovered, that the Associ- 
ated Charities was started. There Is 
ton much work to be done in the city 
to allow any of it to be wasted. 


But sincere as was the effort of the 


new organization, it has been handi- 
capped by the neglect of many of the 
church charitable organizations to co- 
operate with it, so that some flagrant 
cases of this double aid that it waa 
the effort to prevent, ha've been dis- 
covered during the past year, accord- 
ing to the statement of one or the 
city's pastors who is earnestly' trying 
to advance the work of the organiza- 
tion. 


There is a feeling of vanity in ac- 


complishing results unaided, even in 
cases of this sort, that may lead 10 a 
disinclination on the part of some to 
see their work put in a class with that 
of others. The purpose of the Associ- 
ated Charities was, so far as possible, 
to allow the greatest freedom in the 
work of the various church societies, 
hoping only that the reports of what 
was done. Th'e'y would be made "to a 
common center, thus enabling an in- 
telligent direction of what other work 
was done. 
That it 
has 
not 
in 


every case been possible is to the dis- 
credit of those who have prefeired to 
cater to their feeling of personal pride 
in the work than to see the widest use- 
fulness given it. 


In the coming work of th» Associat- 


ed Charities, an organization capable 
of acomplishing great things, there 
should be the spirit of co-operation 
to the fullest degree. "

The annual 
municipal election of 


North Adams is being held today. 


The voting in aH the wards was 


very slow during the morning and 
there were many predictions of a very 
Dght vote but Ihe rush came during 
the noon hour. 


At 1 o'clock the vote in every ward 


was a litfle ahead of that of last year 
and estimates of all kinds were chang 
«d. The total vote one year ago was 
3582. It is now believed that the total 
will exceed that this year. 
In fact 


there were predictions at 1 o'clock of a 
total vote of 3700 in the citv. 


At that hour the vote in every ward 


had. 
passed the 300 mark, except in 


ward 2 where the vote \vas 285. In 
ward 1 the registering- apparatus work 
ed until the 300 mark was cassed and 
then it went on a strike so that the 
exact figures couud not be given. 
» The records in the several wards 
were: Ward 2, 285; ward 3, 352; ward 4 
349; ward 5, 374; ward 6, 316; ward 7, 
?62. Allowing only 300 in ward 1 the 
total in the city was 23"38. 


These figures were taken between 


12.55 
and 1 o'clock exactly, while the 


booths we're full and the rush was still 
on, so the total in the city was soon 
very much larger. 


The counting may begin in all wards 


at 2 o'clock if the election officers are 
unlan-tmou*. Objections are reported 
from some and in these cases count- 
ing cannot begin until 4 o'clock.

CHIEF JFJOLICE 


Makes His Annual Report 


of the Work of His 


Department 


ADVOCATES THE WHIPPIN6 POS1 


For Men Who Neglect tr Abuse Their 


Families. 
Interesting Statistics 


of Crimes, Large and Small, 
Commuted During (he Year 


Chief of Police Dinneen has com- 
pleted his report for the year. The 
bulk of the report is taken up with 
statistics of the arrests and resulting 
criminal cases of the year that ended 
the first of December. 
His most im- 


portant recommendation is that of the 
whipping post for those convicted in 
"non-support cases, wife beaters and 
men who refuse to properly care for 
their families." 


The chief leads up to this recom- 


mendation by narrating instances of 
juvenilfe 
offend«rs 
who have 
been 


driven to wrong-doing directly by 
criminal parents or indirectly by ne- 
glect or abuse. It will be remembered 
the City Almoner Ingraham made the 
same recommendation! arriving at it 
from the view of the circumstances of 
these cases that his department forces 
upon him. 


The chief also recommends the pur- 


chase of a patrol wagon and hors s 
for the department, an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the firing of fire arms within 
the thickly settled part of the city, 
the compulsory registering of all book 
and picture agents at city hall before 
going about their business, and the is 
suing of permits to street musicians. 


During the year the department was 


enlarged by the addition of four reg- 
ular officers from the reserve force, 
and there was one change, Guy C. 
Hill resigning pfter five years of ser- 
vice to engage in business and being 
succeeded by Pierce J. Welch. 


Few crimes of a serious nature have 


been committed during the year, and 
in every case the criminals have been 
apprehended and brought before the 
court. Tramps have been looked after 
very strictly, and the liquor laws have 
been well enforced. There are now 
few if any kitchen barrooms.

The number of arrests in 1899 was 


1220, of which 588 were for drunken- 
ness. The number in 1900 was 1164, 
with 636 for drunkenness. This year 
the number is 1187, with 683 for drunk 
enness. 


Of the years' arrests 1110 were males 


and 77 females; 1068 adults and 119 
minors; 
836 residents and 
351 non- 


residents.

Of the cases touching the moral life 


of the people there were these cases: 
Adultery 7, bastardy 3, crime against 
nature 3, disorderly house 2, fornica- 
tion 13, indecent exposure 4,* lewdness 
5, night walker 5, selling obscene lit- 
erature 2, rape 9, intent to rape 4, 
sodomy 2. 


Ninety different 
occupations were 


represented in those arrested during 
the year and 31 reported no occupation 
829 were natives of this country, 98 
were from Canada, 81 from Ireland, 56 
from Italy, 44 from England, 16 from 
Russia, 14 from China and 
12 from 


Scotland. 
No other country contrib- 


uted more than 8. 


In the disposition of the cases 288 


were fined from one to fifty dollars 
and paid; 129 went to jail for non- 
payment; 206 were sentenced to jail 
for terms running from 30 days to six 
months; 12 were arrested for other 
officers; 23 were held for the grand 
jury; various 
state institutions re- 


ceived a few, many were placed on 
probation or disposed of in the various 
other ordinary ways.
